Chicago, Sept. 29. — Th« defense in 


the case of Adolph L. Luetgert intro- 
duced its first medical expert witness. 
Dr. Bern hard L. Riese was called to 
tell of experiments be had made in dis- 
integration human bodies with a 10 
per cent solution of caustic soda or 
potaah. 


Dr. Riese first experimented in the 


middle vat, the one the body of Mrs. 
Luetgert is said to have been disinte- 
grated in. He said that the first exper- 
iment was made with the body of a 
woman 5 feet 2 inches tall and weigh- 
ing 90 pounds. The crude potash was 
emptied into the vat in the manner 
Luetgert is alleged to have placed tfee 
potash in the same receptacle on May 
1, and the steam was turned on. 


In a few minutes the body was put 


in the vat, then the steam was turned 
on and the vat was covered with gun- 
ny sacks. The boiling process was 
continued for several hours, with the 
result that very little of the flesh was 
left. The physician described the color 
of the liquid in the vat, which resem- 
bled, he said, vinegar. On the surface 
of this liquid was a fatty substance the 
twentieth part of an inch deep. 


The expert said that the teeth of 


the subject extending from the guas 
were not injured, but the roots ot 
these teeth which had been covered 
by flesh were crumbled, and la some 
instances brittle. The skull, femurs 
and the large bones of the arms still 
remained intact, or nearly so. The 
hair almost entirely disappeared. 


Into the vat at the beginning of the 


experiment were thrown two gold 
finger rings. The solution had not af- 
fect ctl the rings. Dr. Riese also testi- 
fied that be experimented with hair- 
pins and a corset—the latter one from 
Mrs. 
Luetgert's wardrobe. 
Different 


kinds of hairpins were used. Those 
which were japanned came out of the 
test minus the japan. 


The second experiment with the 


body of a man was much the same 
with the exception that the vat was 
left uncovered. The process did not 
require much longer despite this fact. 


Another witness of the day was Ar- 


madale Opdyke. a peddler, who testi- 
fied that long after the murder is said 
to have been committed he saw Mrs. 
Luetgert in the neighborhood of Janes- 
ville. Wis 
He said that there was no 


chance of bis being mistaken, and he 
identified the photograph ot her which 
he was shown in court in the most 
positive manner.

parts where you can ride on yonr wheel 
with great satisfaction and at great ex- 
pense. Nothing could be more beautiful 
than the midlands, lovelier than the 
counties that surround London, bnt 
westward go no farther than Bristol or 
trnro, northward than Chester, avoid- 
ing Manchester—that is, unless yon 
mean to go still farther north into Soot- 
land, •which at times will repay yonr 
enterprise. The southwest is largely to 
be avoided. Cornwall and Devon have 
the worst roads in civilized Europe—in 
fact, the reads and inns explain that 
the country is not and never has been 
civilized. In the inns you are often 
treated as an intruder, and sometimes 
cheated in a fashion that would bring 
a blush to the cheek of a Swiss landlord, 
for the emptinees of the larder the bill 
makes np io lavishness. There is hard- 
ly anything to eat save cream, but for 
that and salt bacon and ancient eggs 
yon are asked to pay as much as for a 
good dinner at the Cafe BoyaL The inn- 
keepers are mainly boors. 


As for the roads, they go straight to 


Che top of all the hills, as uncompro- 
misingly as the roads of Bohemia, then 
drop down the other side and are unrid- 
able in both direction*. When not 
climbing precipitately, they lie boned 
at the bottom of a ditch. They are 
anadeless and onintereetiug, rarely ap- 
proaching the seacoast or passing near 
anything that is worth looking at, and 
yet we know Englishmen who are pro- 
foundly impressed with- the belief that 
they are the best in England, and there- 
fore in the world. The roads, inns and 
innkeepers of Scotland are in every way 
better, but the fact that the average 
Briton spends bis holiday on the conti- 
nent when he can proves not only that 
he wants to get there, but also that be 
is driven from his own country by the 
shortsightedness of the people who keep 
its inns and look after its roads.—Mr.

STORIES OF RICH FINOS ON THIS 


STREAM MOT WEU. FOUNDED.

A former officer of the United States 


coast and geodetic surrey, who spent 
acvetal f^asoffift in Alaska and is fmrilittr 
with the Yukon country near Forty 
Mile creek and Circle City, wrote recent- 
ly a vecy interesting letter to a friend 
in Washington. 


"I have read with a great deal of in- 


terest, "he writes.'"the many articles 
that have appeared from time to time 


Alaska, but am moved to otter a 


warning word jut BOW on account of a 
statement that I have seen several times. 
This WM to the effect that wonderful 
development* were to be looked for on 
Stuart river and that tbe Canadian gov- 
ernment had secret information abont 
the river that would prove startling. 


"Stuart river ia not an untried 


stream. It was worked by hundreds of 
miners before the riches of Forty Mile 
creek were known, and the gold cannot 
be pv^ryl off tho ban in chunks w4 is 
not awaiting the touch of the first corn- 
en. McQneetin, Harper aad Mayo had 
a store Aero and did not leave until the 
stream was practically abandoned by 
miners. In my conversations with these 
traders and men who bad been on the 
river I never beard of any one making 
more than fair wages on it The stream 
was followed far to its head, particular- 
ly by two men. an old American trap- 
per and miner named Joe Gee_ and • 


Scotchman 
~ 
~ 


The latter was very patriotic and would 
not desert British soil, and this, they 
say, is why he remained in Stuart and. 
refused to go tc Forty Mile creek when 
the rest stampeded to the new diggings. 
As this man most have spent at least 
eight years prospecting the stream, and 
so many men had been in it before, no 
virgin field is to be found therewith all 
the richness of El Dorado. 


"Hear the headwaters of the Stuart 


is a hunting ground of a tribe of Indians 
that yon usually hear called theMa- 
donya. The Yukon Indiana fear them 


than death. They are reported to 


be merciless. It is claimed they kidnap 
children, carry off vomen and slay all 
the men that fall in their hands. The 
mere suspicion that they have come 


w tbe country of the Yukon river In- 


dians will drive the totter from the in- 
vaded section for years. The traders 
seem to fear them, too, and stories of 
their cruelty and fierceness kept many 
a man back from the headwaters of the 
Btuart But Gee and McDonald were 
hot deterred. • I never mat a man who 
had seen one of the Mahonys in the Yu- 
kon valley, bnt I have heard that when 
bands of them came to the Hudson Bay 
company's post the stockades were shut 
«p and all business was done by both 
parties -vita every open precaution 
against surprise and treachery. If yon 
look np Ogilvie's account of his trip 
down the Yukon in 1888, I think you 
will find references to what had been 
done on the Stuart and of information 
he got from McDonald. 


"There will be stones enough and to 


spare about Alaska, and I think it ia 
only right that, when some individuals 
try to stampede the country with wild 
stones of the unlimited wealth to be 
found anywhere, anything known about 
that section should be made public. 
Many a poor devil will rue this winter 
the readiness with which he accepted 
the stories of the wealth awaiting every 
one on the Klondike," 


So much for epistolary information 


concerning the great northwest There 
are utuer tidings from that region that 
are not eo discouraging. Late advices 
state that there U to be an all British 
Vancouver. Stickeen, Teelin lake and 
Yukon river route to tbe goldflelda The 
Canadian Pacific decided upon proceed- 
ing at the earliest possible period with 
the construction of a standard gauge 
line of railway from a point at or near 
Glenora on the Stickeen river to the 
head of navigable waters of the Yukon. 


The decision was arrived at recently 


by the executive of that company. In- 
structions were at once wired from Mont- 
real to General Superintendent Marpole 
in Vancouver, B. C., to select the most 
competent men to proceed to the local- 
ity and to make a survey of the coun- 
try, picking out the most feasible route 
"or a line of railway connecting the 
waters of the Stickeen with those of 
Teslm lake and the Yukon. 


Shortly afterward there arrived in 


Vancouver from Xootenai Mr. E. J. 
DuChcsney, who is superintendent of 
the Kootenai division as well as an ex- 
perienced engineer and railway locator, 
who is charged with the work of mak- 
ing the preliminary surveys for the pro- 
posed line. That gentleman, with Mr. 
Marpole and Mr. Cambie, chief engineer 
for the Central Pacific Railroad com- 
pany, went immediately to Victoria to 
consult with Mr. Turner, premier of 
British Columbia, and inspect the maps 
relating to the Stickeen river and the 
northern section of this province in the 
land and vrorks department. 


This done and other information col- 


lected. Mr. DnChesney aud his party 
arranged to proceed north to tho lino of 
bis observations, whore considerable 
work is being done .by the provincial 
government for a trail or wagon rond 
frorn ^icriorn {•? fr^«h»'. lake. Ks t:u:c 
will be lost by Mr DnChesney in tho 
prosecution of his work. Upon the re- 
ceipt of his report the necoswuy ma- 
chinery will be gent forward at onc<s 
says Superintendent Marpole, so that 
the work will be well under way by 
this time next year. 


It in likewise tho intention of the 


Canadian Pacific to placti nn the route 
from Vanconvor and Victoria s. lino of

They bring to the barritter't 
flice a case all prepared after certain 
onus and written in manuscript The 
iritiifa court! do not permit typewrit- 
ng. The solicitor xeqnetta the barrister 
o undertake the case, and the fee it 
marked plainly open the brief. If tbe 
barrister does not oar* to undertake the 
abor for tbe amount of money allowed 


for any other reaton, he adviaet the 


tolicitor to go elsewhere. If be accept* 
be responsibility, tbe eolicitor leaves 
the amount of tbe fee in coin with the 
brief, to that the barrister hat hit pay 
n advance. This is the almost invaria- 
ble crsiom. The only exception are in 
•a*** of close friendship between the 
tolicitort and barriiten and where there 


a large amount of litigation in 


bich both are involved. Then it is 


customary for the barritter to make up 
lit bill at tbe end of the month or the 
end of tbe quarter, bnt tbe fee in each 
case must uttvertheleot be written upon 
be brief and recorded in tbe booka of 
the court. 


It i» cnttomary, alto, for tbe tolicitor 


:e leave a fee for the barritter't clerk 
at the tame time, which mutt be a cer- 
ain percentage of that paid to tbe bar- 
rister. When yon dine at a hotel or a 
restaurant in England, it it customary 
to tip tbe waiter an amount equal to 5 
i«r cent of your bill for the tame rea- 
lon. Tbe waiter receive* no compensa- 
tion from hit employer, nor doe* the 
[larrister's cierk. Hit pay comet entire- 
ly from tbe clientt, and if his princi- 
pal hat no clients ho gett no pay. On 
the other baud, if bis principal has a 
very large and profitable practice his 
fee* are enormous.

From the present western terminus 


of tbft ditch to a point near tbe 0. ft 
E railroad bridge, the sewerage from 
the city accumulates and becomes 
stagnant, and, if possible, more vile 
and uahealthful than when emptied 
from the sewers. , The continuation 
of the ditch would relieve this condi- 
tion to a great extent and the general 
health of the public would be much 
better.

Th* very epithet 'wild" 
applied to a camel to an absurdity. 
A camel has not wit enough to b« 
wild. The race, run »iltl, would die 
oat of sheer stupidity. The lack of 
possible training baa inspired the 
Arab to invent a series ot appliances 
which, »o far as poaiible. oblige the 
camel to conform to wbat is required 
of him. and for the rest there is 
nothing known but patience on the 
part of man. 


He i» led by a rop* fastened about 


ni* noae and another through a ring 
in hi* lip. He will follow his head, 
became it is ao inconvenient to go 
any other way, and hi» long neck 
gives the man at the farther end of 
to* rope the advantage of a vastly 
superior purchase. If the rope be 
persistently jerked downward, be is 
very apt eventually to follow it and 
lie down. When he is down, and 
they wish him to stay there, they 
tie his bind foot to the second joint, 
under which it always rests, for the 
laws of equilibrium require a camel 
to rise on his hind feet first, and if 
one of them is fastened so that he 
cannot straighten it he simply ac- 
cepts the inexorable. 


If be be lying down, almost any 


means to make him uncomfortable 
will in time bring him to his feet, 
unless the load on his back strikes 
him aa being unduly heavy. In 
that case he will quietly rabmit to 
being punched to death before he 
will move a hair. 


When one rides without a leader, 


tj> has less power with the rope and 
relies upon an iron prod and the es- 
tablished fact that a camel ia more 
or leas inclined to more away from 
the point where it pricks him. Many 
an Arab becomes marvelously dex- 
terous in the use of this prod, so 
that the poorest kind of a camel 
may be made to appear well broken 
under bis management. Arabs are 
always to be found in large camel 
markets, drawing good pay as ex 
hibitors. 


Once a camel is on his feet and 


well started be may be relied on to 
keep going unless ho falls asleep 
and forgets what he was doing last, 
and he may also be trusted to keep 
on in a straight line unless he 
catches the distant odor of water or 
a glimpse of a withered sand nhrub 
or green thistle or nettle. Then he 
will deliberately bring his bead 
about into the direction of the temp, 
tattan, and it often requires a vigor- 
ous punching and pulling to prevent 
his body from following it 
I If this happen while his rider is 
I asleep—an experienced camel rider 
(is almost always asleep—the camel 
rarely stops, but, with, a dexterous 
swing of his head, pulls up the net- 
tle by the roots or breaks a brittle 
twig from the shrub and goes on, 
quietly munching, but he always 
goes on in the new direction, no 
matter how much at variance it may 
be from the trail, and he keeps on 
till he himself falls asleep—some- 
times for an hour or two after it 
even—or till bis nder wakes op. I 
passed an entire caravan once where 
every man and every camel was 
sound asleep.—Current Literature.

SOWING FALL WHEAT. 


lethieTi t* Be Abided—The free* Drill 


Ceeaaeeade lteel& 


It u seldom that fall wUuat ground is 


Well pn-parud. There is no danger uf 
•rorkuiK wheat land too much, provided 
the ground is moderately dry. If mois- 
ture i» abundant, cure mast be used, as 
111 preparing ground for crops la spring 
many neglect careful fining and oom- 
pac-ling uf wbvatt ground. They claim 
Ibat 11 is better to have the surface 
rough, so that the snow will be held 
and tht) tender plants protected. While 
there may be- some advantage in this, it 
is not to be considered, says The Orange 
Judd Farmer, which offers the reason 
why aa follows-. 


II the soil is loose and tbe openings 


between the particles large, tbe ground 
will dry out so readily that the young 
wheat plants perish or are badly scant- 
ed dwing the fall, even if there ia suffi- 
cient moisture to germinate the grain. 
Growth will be so feeble that the plant 
will fall aa easy prey to insect paste 
and the heaving effect of frost. It has 
been clearly demonstrated that a vigor- 
oos plant will resist the attack of pasta 
quite effectually. In fact, the best way 
to fight chinch btgs is to secure by fer- 
tilizing heavily a strong, rapid growth. 
The increase in the yield of grain more 
than pays for the fertilizer and the ex- 
pense of applying it 


In some of the central western states 


wheat is still sown broadcast upon the 
round soon after it U plowed and then 
overed with a harrow. The practice 
taa nothing to command U except the 
small amount of labor required to put 
in the crop Failures or partial failures 
are the rule. The method ought to be 
abandoned, as it is not only unprofit- 
able, bat an evidence of slovenly fann- 
ing. 


Of all the drills now in use the press 


drill commends itself. The gram is put 
in the ground to a good depth and the 
soil above the seed u compacted so that 
he moisture will be retained until the 
berry germinates and gets sufficient 
rootage to maintain the plants The com- 
mon eight hoe drill is still very popular 
and does good work. Some mannfan- 
tnrers attach a short chain to each hoe 
so that it drags directly behind and in 
a measure compacts the soil above the 
teed. Drills where the grain is covered 
oy disks, or two blades coming together 
several inches back of the hoe, have 
teen used extensively and with satisfac- 
tion. Any implement that will pat the 
grain into the ground to a depth of two 
or three inches and cover it well will 
usually be satisfactory. 


U there is a probability of attacks 


horn. Hessian fly, it may pay to delay 
me seeding until the eggs have been 
laid in volunteer grain of strips sowed 
early for this purpose, then turned un- 
der to complete the destruction. As a 
rule, however, early sowing is advisable 
and one year with another the largest 
crops are raised from it. 


Sowing small grains in standing corn 


still has a few advocates. This is an- 
other method that is the cause of fre- 
quent failure aad almost invariably a 
small yield. The only excuse for sowing 
wheat in this manner is when it is de- 
sired to get a cornfield into grass as 
soon as possible without losing a crop 
of grain. By sowing the grass seed with 
the wheat in autumn a crop of hay can 
often, be secured tha following season, 
provided conditions have been very 
favorable. 


It never pays to grow half or a third 


of a crop under any circumstances, and 
particularly when a paying one can be 
secured by putting a little more work 
on Ae land previous to sowing, con- 
cludes the authority here-quoted.

Wheat. 


In a recent discnseico in th« Iowa 


Homestead it is made to appear that 
there is less risk in growing winter 
wheat than the spring variety. There 
is a firm belief with some of the writers 
that wheat pat in in season, in good 
ground at the right time of the year, 
with the right kind of preparation, will 
stand a very poor chance of failure. 
There is a general opinion as well that 
the drill should be used for patting the 
wheat in the ground. 


Moderately deep plowing is advocated 


and thorough preparation also recom- 
mended. It is best to roll or float bind 
well, and again in the winter or esxly 
spring if the ground gets dry and plants 
are heaved up by the frost Early plow- 
ing is b«{>t for wheat, and the favorite 
rotation is to follow oats with wheat 
Ground that has been corned until it 
will not produce paying crops will do 
well for wheat. The variety Turkish 
Bed seems to be the favorite hardy va- 
riety of wb<*t grown. One correspond-
